The life of James Shields reads 
like a page of adventure from the 
record of a Greek hero. 
His ca­ 
reer is a 
striking 
example 
of 
frontier versatility, with his ac­ 
complishments ranging from bat­ 
tle heroism in two national wars 
to a judgship of a state supreme 
court, and including a term in the 
United States senate as a repre­ 
sentative 
from three 
different 
states. 
When he was about sixteen he 
left his native Ireland and set out 
to seek his fortune in the Amer­ 
ican middle west. 
His 
ship was 
wrecked on 
the Scottish coast, 
with only himself and two others 
as survivors, and for two 
years 
after that he earned a livelihood 
in Scotland 
as 
a 
tutor. 
About 
1826 he sailed for America on a 
merchantman. He settled in Kas- 
kaskin, Illinois, and in 1836 began 
his career in Democratic politics 
by his election to the legislature 
of that state. During the next ten 
years he served one term as state 
auditor, one

supreme 
court justice in Illinois, and 
re­ 
signed during his second term to 
accept President Polk’s 
appoint­ 
ment as 
land 
commissioner 
at 
Washington. 
Shields became an­ 
gered by some criticism 
anony­ 
mously published about him in a 
newspaper, found later to be the 
work of the women who were to 
become the wives 
of 
Abraham 
Lincoln and Lyman Trumbull. He 
challenged Lincoln, who felt some 
responsibility, to a duel, but the 
matter was peaceably settled by 
explanations from Lincoln, and the 
two became fast friends.

rows on the shelf, and 9 feet per

glasses stored three rows on 
the 
shelf. 
Usually 12 inch boards ac­ 
commodate two row's of quart or 
half-gallon jars and three rows of 
jelly glasses or pickle bottles. 
If shelves are 
adjustable, 
the 
distance between them can bo ad­ 
justed as the need 
arises. 
Add 
two inches to the height of 
the 
containers and space the shelves 
that distance apart. The arrange­ 
ment of shelves will 
be 
limited 
somewhat by the size and use that 
is made of the storage room. It is 
advisable to avoid the building of 
shelves over deep bins which are 
used for vegetables or other food 
storage. 
One may need to step 
close to the shelves, both for in­ 
spection for signs of spoilage and 
for loading the shelves during the 
canning season. — Ella
